Claim 1, lines 12-13, should be changed from "comprising two first guide and 
drive elements arranged opposite relative to the path and..." to -- comprising two first 
guide and drive elements arranged on opposite sides of the path and...~ 

Claim 1, lines 17-18, should be changed from "comprising two second guide and 
drive elements arranged opposite relative to the path and..." to - comprising two 
second guide and drive elements arranged on opposite sides of the path and...- 

Claim 1 , lines 34-36, "wherein the guide and drive elements from the first 
mechanism are displaceable independently and at an angle with respect to the guide 
and drive elements from the second mechanism," is a redundant clause, as lines, 21- 
23, already disclosed "and for displacing the guide and drive elements of from the first 
mechanism independently and at an angle with respect to the guide and drive elements 
from the second mechanism".
